(a) receiving a telephone message that includes a portion of the musical piece and that is 
initiated at a location of the radio receiver and after the portion of the musical piece is played by 
the radio station; 

(b) in response to (a), interrogating a data base storing data for identifying musical pieces, 
said database and said radio receiver being at different locations, said interrogating including 

(bl) comparing the received portion of the musical piece with musical pieces 
stored in the data base, and 

(b2) identifying the musical piece heard by the person based on the comparison 

of(bl);and 

(c) sending a message including the identification of the musical piece obtained in (b2). 
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
